H enry Frank, «“ voter in the sixth 
w ard on tho 2d of November, 1859, 
sworn. 
To tho question “ W ere you 
cooped prior to th a t election ?”—an- 
fiwered: I was. 
S aturday before tho 
■election I w as taken right opposite to 
the watch-house, in Saratoga street, by 
Jo e Cream er and another man, and was 
taken by them into tho watch-house, 
an d they told me they charged me with 
m aking a noise in the street, which was 
u n tru e ; I was in there about a half an 
Jio u r; I saw no 0110 there but one po­ 
lice officer. 
Arnold, the baker’s son,

John Justus Ilitzins, a German, 
sworn. 
Been in the United States on­ 
ly since February, 1857. 
To tlio ques­ 
tion, “ Did you vote on November 2d, 
1859; and if so, under whato circum- 
stanees’f” he answered as follows: 
Monday morning, about eight or nine 
o ’clock, • I was near the sugar-house, 
w here I was a t work, and had no work 
th ere to d o ; I, therefore,- w ent to the 
S ta te . tobacco warehouse, and inquired 
’ o f u German a t w ork there w hether I 
could g e t any, w o rk ; he pointed J o a 
young man-in the warehouse', and ’told 
me to apply to him, consequently I 
w ent to him, and he engaged me to 
w ork there a t six dollars a week for 
the whole year; I wont to w ork, aud a t 
about eleven o’clock. he told nro th a t 
w ork would be stopped a t four o’clock, 
and th a t we would go to another ware­ 
house on the. P o in t; after a while he 
told me to eoiae along w ith him , and 
tb a t I m ight either p u t on m y.coat or 
leave it in the office; three others and
